Under Study 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
health official says the best way 
to dispose of brine wastes from 
oil and gas wrells is by re-in­ 
jection 
into 
approved 
under­ 
ground strata. 
G A Hall, secretary of the 
Ohio W ater Pollution Control 
Board, gave that recomm enda­ 
tion Friday to a Legislative 
Service Commission committee 
studying oil and gas production 
laws. 
Hall cautioned, however, that 
prevention at the source is a 
m ajor factor in checking pollu­ 
tion. 
“ Once the chloride pollutes 
our waters, there is no practi­ 
cal way to get it out,” H a l l 
said. 
He offered these recom menda­ 
tions: 
1. 
The 
discharge 
of brine 
wastes into the ground at or 
near the surface of oil and gas 
wells should be prohibited. Such 
wastes should be re-injected into 
the ground in an approved m an­ 
ner, collected in tight holding 
tanks, or otherwise disposed of. 
2. All oil and gas well opera­ 
tors should be required to prac­ 
tice good housekeeping in the 
development and operation of 
their wells to prevent polluting 
wastes from entering the fresh 
♦waters of the state. 
3. Violations of these require­ 
m ents should result in immedi­ 
ate revocation (rf drilling per­ 
m its until corrections are made. 
George Compson, chief of the 
legal division in the Ohio Health 
Department, told the commit­ 
tee: “We need a very effective 
^aw to preserve our water sup­ 
ply.” 
George Eagle, chief of the

Many Ohio lawns are severe­ 
ly damaged by annual appli­ 
cations of lime, spread by con­ 
scientious 
homeowners 
w h o 
think they are “feeding” t h e 
lawn. 
Where 
needed, 
applications 
greatly improve the growth and 
appearance of lawn grasses. 
The only way to be sure wheth­ 
er or not your lawn needs lime 
is to have the soil tested. Do 
not add it every year because 
you heard it was a good prac­ 
tice. 
Many simple “quick - tests” 
are availalbe. For a more com­ 
plete and accurate test take a 
sample of the soil to your Coun­ 
ty Agricultural Extension Serv­ 
ice office. 
There are great variations in 
the lime contents of Ohio soils. 
West of a line from Sandusky 
to Columbus and Chillicothe and 
north of a line f r o m Chilli­ 
cothe to Hamilton, the soils are 
naturally high in lime. S o u t h 
and east of these lines soils are 
acid unless they have been lim­ 
ed. 
L a w n fertilization practices 
greatly affect the need for lime. 
For every I p o u n d of nitro­ 
gen applied as ammonium sul­ 
fate, five pounds of lime are re­ 
quired to maintain the soil re­ 
action (acidity or alkalinity) at 
a given level. 
Thus, if the fertilization pro­ 
gram includes three pounds of 
nitrogen from ammonium sul­ 
fate per 1,000 square feet ev­ 
ery year, it would be necessary 
to apply 30 pounds of lime per 
1,000 square feet every tw o 
years to prevent the soil from 
becoming acid. 
Other nitrogen fertilizers re­ 
quire 
the 
use 
of different 
amounts of lime. 
Finely ground or pulverized 
limestone is easily applied, is 
effective and does not irritate 
the skin as does hydrated lime. 
Soil tests, every six to eight 
years, determine the lime needs 
and serve as a check on the 
liming program. 
Moss is not an indication that 
the lawn needs lime. Usually 
it indicates that the soil needs 
fertilizer, drainage, less shape, 
or all three of these. C o n t a c t 
your Extension Agent for bulle­ 
tins on lawn care.

Research has shown that a 
suitable disinfectant used dur­ 
ing laundering can prevent or 
reduce the spread of bacterial 
infection 
by 
clothing 
a n d 
household textiles. 
Santitizing —■ or reducing the 
total number of bacteria in fab­ 
rics to a safe level - can be 
done inexpensively, easily and 
without damage. 
The use of four types of dis­ 
infectants are found effective in 
killing bacteria during l a u n d ­ 
ering. 
Such a disinfectant is often 
necessary because bacteria can 
r e m a i n alive through home 
laundering — whether it is done 
in individually owned washing 
machines or in machines used 
by several families, 
such as 
coin-operated machines. 
Bacteria can be transferred 
from one article of clothing to 
another during laundering. 
They also can remain alive 
on the inner surface of the 
washing machine and be trans­ 
ferred from one load of clothes 
to another. This makes it pos­ 
sible for bacteria on the clothes 
of one family to be transferred 
to the clothes of another family 
when a machine is used by sev 
eral families. 
Survival of bacteria in fresh­ 
ly washed clothes and house­ 
hold textiles is primarily a mod­ 
ern problem. Formerly, many 
homemakers boiled their cloth­ 
es 
—especially if there was 
sickness. As long as laundry 
was boiled, heat destroyed bac­ 
teria so that clean clothes were 
also sanitized clothes . 
With the introduction of auto­ 
matic equipment, however, boil­ 
ing w a t e r was replaced with 
wash water of lower tempera­ 
tures. 
While both time and temper­ 
ature are important in killing 
bacteria, the exact water tem­ 
perature and the exact washing 
time needed are dependent on 
the kind of bacteria present. 
Neither the water tempera­ 
tures nor the detergents used 
in today’s automatic washers 
can be relied on to reduce the 
number of bacteria in fabrics 
to a safe level. 
Some bacteria, are released 
from fabrics 
during 
washing 
and go down the drain with 
wash or rinse water. But many 
others stay in fabrics. Even at 
the “hot” water setting, one 
o u n c e (two tablespoons) of 
wash w a t e r may contain as 
many as I million bacteria. 
Home equipment 
specialists 
recommend a temperature of 
140 degrees for hot water laun­ 
dering. 
Some fabrics may be heavily 
contaminated when they go into 
dryers. Automatic dryers and 
cannot be depend

on heavily contaminated cloth­ 
es, but they can be d e p e n d ­ 
ed on to reduce the number of 
bacteria. Survival of bacteria 
varies with the size of the load, 
'the drying temperature, and 
and drying time. 
When an automatic dryer is 
installed, the exhaust should be 
•vented to the 
outdoors. 
This 
will prevent the “atomizing” of 
bacteria released from fabrics 
during drying into the room. 
A disinfectant has to meet 
the following criteria to be con­ 
sidered suitable as a laundry 
'sanitizer : it must kill many 
kinds of bacteria; it must not 
injure or discolor fabrice; it 
must not leave a residue on 
clothes that is harmful to hu­ 
mans ;if used in the wash cycle, 
it must be compatible with the 
detergent; it must be readily 
available; and it must be rea­ 
sonable in cost. 
Sanitize the washing machine 
occasionally. 
This 
will 
kill 
bacteria that live on the inter­ 
ior surface. Pour a disinfectant 
into the empty machine; then 
complete a 15-minute cycle at 
the hot water setting. 
Good hygiene requires that 
washing of clothing be carried 
out separately from washing of 
food containers. For example, 
do not wash plastic milk bot­ 
tles in automatic clothes wash­ 
ers — even if a liquid chlorine 
bleach is added.

Feeder Pig 
Cost Widely 
Varies in Ohio

Feeder pig production costs 
varied widely rn a study of four 
Ohio counties conducted by ag­ 
ricultural 
economists 
at 
the 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 
The average cost of producing 
a 38 * pound pig on 67 farms in 
Madison. Clinton, Fayette and 
Greene Counties was $9.70 dur­ 
ing 1962. But a 
third of the 
growers were turning out pigs 
at an average of $7.40 apiece 
This was nearly $4 per head 
cheaper than the $12.30 average 
per pig for the third with high­ 
est costs. 
The big difference were in 
feed and labor. These account­ 
ed for about two • thirds of the 
total cost. 
Low cost farmers used 25 per 
cent less feed, a third less la­ 
bor, and saved 2.2 more pigs 
per sow than did the high cost 
group. This gave a savings of 
$2.40 in feed cost per pig and 
$1.50 in labor. 
When R. H. Btlosser, D. H 
Doster and W. D. Hunnicutt an 
alyzed their data, they found 
that the sows kept in the herd 
for 12 months had gained an 
average of 115 pounds This came 
largely as a r e s u l t o f replac 
ing 55 per cent of the b r e e d - 
ing herd each year with gilts 
The value of this pork was cre­ 
dited to the farm before costs 
were figured. 
Unit prices of $1.50 per hour 
for labor, $1.25 per hour for 
tractor power and per bushel 
costs of $1.10 for corn and $.65 
for oats were used in figuring 
costs. 
The average sow in the study 
produced only 1.7 litters per 
year. Some did not conceive the 
first time and others were re­ 
moved from the herd for various 
reasons.

the year probably are caused by 
a fungus attacking the grass 
blades. 
Cool, 
moist 
weather 
will favor this leaf spot disease, 
according to Dr. R. E. Partyka, 
Ohio State University Extension 
plant pathologist. 
The spots appear purple to 
brown and often develop a 
light colored center with dark­ 
er b o r d e r s. As the spot en­ 
larges to the full width of the 
grass blade, the tissue above 
the spot dies. 
The leaf spot stage is not se­ 
rious, Dr. Partyka says, but if 
the fungus continues to grow un 
der ideal conditions it will at­ 
tack the base of the plant and 
cause crown rot. 
The crown rot stage kills the 
grass and the turf thins out. 
This is often called “melting- 
out” and appears later in the 
growing season. 
• * * 
TURF DISEASE is difficult to 
control but a few things can be 
done to keep the disease at a 
low level. Avoid heavy fertiliza­ 
tion early in the spring, Dr. 
Partyka advises. A thick turf 
provides ideal moisture condi­ 
tions that allow the fungus to 
start. 
Remove clippings if they are 
heavily infected. This also re­ 
duces t h a t c h formation that 
helps favor the crown rot stage 
of this disease, do not cut t h e 
grass much above 2” the first 
few weeks if the weather is ex­ 
tremely wet. 
Fungicide sprays at 10-14 day 
intervals will give control, but 
they are costly. Apply the fung- 
cide now and follow with two 
more sprays at 3-week interval 
Some materials available and 
recommended rates per 1000 
square feet of turf are: Dyrene 
50 per cent (four oz.), Tersan 
OM (5-8 oz. ,)Captan 50 per cent 
(six oz.), Zineb 75 per cent (two 
oz.), Maneb 80 per cent (three 
oz.), Ortho Lawn and Turf Fun­ 
gicide (4 oz.). A wetting agent 
will give better distribution to 
the plant. 
Merion Kentucky bluegrass is 
resistant to the species of leaf 
spot that attacks common Ken­ 
tucky bluegrass.

Groundhogs 
Can Cause 
Crop Damage 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
Tile groundhog,or woodchuck 
as he is sometimes called, caus­ 
es considerable damage to field 
crops, garden crops and takes 
a h e a v y toll on damage of 
machinery when b r e a k i ng 
through the undermined ground 
or into their burrow entrance. 
Groundhogs can be control­ 
led in areas where they are 
-troublesome by f u m i g a n t s 
traps or shooting. In the spring 
o c c u p i e d woodchuck bur­ 
rows are easily recognized due 
to the habit of the groundhog 
in keeping them cleaned out 
almost daily. 
Fresh dirt is generally found 
at the mouth of an active bur­ 
row in the form of pellets rang­ 
ing from marble size to clods as 
big as your fist. 
Burrows should be gassed only 
during the spring months when 
groundnogs are actively rearing 
their y o u n g . At this time the 
groundhog resents intrusion by 
other animals and will stay close 
to the dew keeping other ani­ 
mals away. 
a a a 
THEREFORE, the chance of 
d e s t r o y i n g other animals 
through treatment of properly 
identified woodchuck burrows 
is negiglible. 
The Extension office has avail­ 
able gas cartridges that are 
filled with a combustible mater­ 
ial and must be ignited by light 
ing the fuse. Farmers may se 
cure these cartridges by c o n ­ 
tacting the County Extension Of 
flee, 159Vi E. Main Street.

Backcrossing, a plant breed­ 
ing method used by researchers 
to add disease resistance to 
crop varieties, is the secret of 
s u c c e s s of three new certi­ 
fied soybean types, says OSU 
Agronomist Dr. Paul Smith. 
The three new varieties, Har- 
osoy 63, Lindarin 63 and Clark 63 
are available to Ohio farmers 
for the first time this year. A ll 
three are consistently among the 
highest yielding varieties grown 
in the state. 
Backcrossing has completely 
halted Phytophthora root rot, a 
widespread, 
destructive 
s o y ­ 
bean disease prevalent in many 
areas of Ohio, according to Dr. 
Smith, who serves as state soy­ 
bean breeder. 
In this case, the method was 
fairly simple, Dr. Smith said. 
T h r e e very popular varieties, 
Clark, Lindarin and Harosoy, 
all susceptible to the root rot, 
were first crossed with a varie­ 
ty known to be resistant to the 
disease. The resulting crop was 
then “backcrossed” with the or­ 
iginal variety and this proced­ 
ure was followed for the n e x t 
5-6 generations of the crop. 
“The idea was to add the dis­ 
ease resistance and still retain 
all the desirable characteristics 
of the original variety,” 
Dr. 
Smith explained. 
As a result, the three n e w 
varieties are exactly the same 
as the original lines in every de­ 
tail, with the added benefit of 
Phytophthora root rot resist­ 
ance. 
The new varieties have b e e n 
recommended for production in 
Ohio by the Crop Variety Re 
lease and Distribution Commit 
tee. Final certification is made 
by the Ohio Seed Improvement 
Assn., Columbus, the state’s cer­ 
tifying agency.

A V.D. is a disease that comes 
from sex relations when one 
partner harbors the germ s of 
the disease. 
Q. Can you get V.D. in any 
other way besides sex relations? 
A. Practically never. O f t e n 
other reasons are sought in or­ 
der to avoid the sad truth and 
reality of how V.D. was acquir­ 
ed. 
Q. Is it possible to have b o t h 
syphilis and gonorrhea at t h e 
same time? 
A. Yes. They are two separate 
and different diseases. The only 
thing they have in common is 
that they both ars acquired by 
sex contact. 
Q Is syphilis a dangerous dis 
ease? 
A. It is very dangerous. Syph 
His is a health disaster, for it 
can imitate any other disease 
of man. . . heart disease, blind­ 
ness, paralysis and even insan 
ity. 
Q. Can syphilis be prevented? 
A. The b e s t preventatives 
against syphilis are good mor- I 
a1 standards. Avoid promiscu- I 
ous sex relations Prostitutes are 
not the only carriers of venereal 
disease. If exposure is suspect- j 
ed, 
the 
immediate treatm ent 
with penicillin is imperative. 
Q. Can syphilis be recognized 
early? 
A. Yes. Shortly after exposure 
a l i t t l e sore develops on the 
genitals. Since it tends to heal, 
it leaves the false impression 
that it was just “ a little nothing” 
Unfortunately, within a short pe­ 
riod of time, or even y e a r s la­ 
ter, when the “ little sore” has 
been forgotten, the active symp­ 
toms of syphilis appear. This ex­ 
plains the need for legal pre­ 
m arital tests for syphilis. 
Q. Can syphilis be cured’ 
A. Yes. Penicillin and other 
antibiotics can 
cure 
syphilis 
But a warning is in order 
Be 
cause syphilis is in 
many in 
stances curable, there is a tend 
ency to careless exposure. This 
is one r e a s o n why venereal 
disease is on the increase. 
Q. Is gonorrhea as serious as 
syphilis? 
A. From the medical view­ 
point, no But gonorrhea is not 
just a “sex cold ”. There can be 


s e r i o u s complications if ne­ 
glected. When treated early, go­ 
norrhea is curable with antibio­ 
tics. 
A safe rule: If you think y o u 
have been exposed to V.D. see 
your doctor or your City Health 
Dept immediately. 
That visit 
may determine your health and 
happiness for the rest of y o u r 
life.

SOMERSET, Pa. — Certain 
politicos in Washington would 
have the American people be- 
liev that the war on poverty 
and the waste of natural re­ 
sources has just begun. 
Ac­ 
tually, as the County of Som­ 
erset in this southwest corner 
of Pennsylvania goes to show, 
the war began a long time ago. 
It was being successfully waged 
in Pennsylvania on a local and 
state basis long before the word 
“Appalachia” jumped from the 
sociological texts to the front 
pages to serve as a blanket sym ­ 
bol of want and depredation. 
Congressman J. Irvin Whal- 
ley, a Republican business man 
and physical fitness fan who 
has represented the 12th Penn­ 
sylvania District in Washing­ 
ton since i960, recalls how the 
drive to restore ravaged strip 
mine lands began. Next to the 
Somerst s t r i p mine capital­ 
ists 
themselves, 
Congressman 
Whalley has been a hero of the 
dram a. He had been a Somer­ 
set C o u n t y coal mine opera­ 
tor, a car dealer and a banker 
before his election to the Penn­ 
sylvania lower house at H arris­ 
burg in 1951, and he had watch­ 
ed 
with 
great 
interest 
as 
Charles Merill and other local 
c o a l 
capitalists 
began after 
World War II to clean up the 
litter and the spoil banks 
left 
by strip mining. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
law, 
in 
1951, required only the m erest 
sort of token backfilling of strip­ 
ped coal l a n d s . A believer in 
local and State responsibility. 
Whatley began to argue in H ar­ 
risburg 
for

law, Whalley remembers that 
for several years his name was 
mud with many coal people in 
Harrisburg. Eventually, h o w- 
evr, the legislation sponsored 
by the Somerset seventeen car­ 
ried the day. It became a law 
in J a n u a r y , 1964 after Gov­ 
ernor Scranton had signed the 
bill. Whalley had, by this time, 
been elected to the U. S. House 
of Representatives three times. 
The ironic pay -off, as Whal­ 
ley now sees it, is that the pro­ 
posed Federal legislation for the 
whole of Appalachia may make 
Pennsylvania s u f f e r for its 
own forehandedness in t r y i ng 
to take care of its own. Pres­ 
ent indications are that Wash­ 
ington will insist on appropriat­ 
ing funds drawn from taxpay­ 
ers in ald the states to pay for 
backfilling ravaged strip mine 
lands throughout the Appalach­ 
ian region. This might enable 
strip mine operators to go on 
defacing the land, secure in the 
knowledge that the people of 
the U. S. as a whole would have 
to pay the 
reclamation 
bills. 
Quite properly resenting this, 
Governor Scranton has asked 
that F e d e r a ii money for re­ 
clamation be granted only 
to 
states which have local legis­ 
lation compelling coal mine op­ 
erators in the future to clean 
up their own debris. 
The

that 
poor 


states can’t afford to penalize 
their own c o a l operators just 
doesn’t go down with the Pen­ 
nsylvanians. They 
say t h a t 
restoration vastly increases thq 
value of property irrespective 
of state lines. Thomas B aling­ 
er, a conservation consultant, 
points out t h a t Pennsylvania 
was virtually denuded of coni­ 
fers, or pine and spruce trees, 
before 1945. Since then 120 mil­ 
lion conifers have been planted 
on strip mine spoil areas to 
give Pennsylvania a new and 
thriving forest products indus­ 
try. The strip mine operators 
have thus done m o r e for the 
Pennsylvania lumber industry 
in the past two decades than the 
lumbermen themselves. 
A n d 
where the operators have own­ 
ed their own coal lands, they 
have 
added 
considerably 
to 
their profits by 
forestry 
and 
other reclamation. 
Quite reasonably, Governor 
Scranton 
and 
Congressman 
Whalley think that Pennsylvan­ 
ia should not be blacked out 
when credit for concern over 
the restoration of Appalachia is 
being distributed. And local edi­ 
tors such as Henry B. Reiley, 
Jr., of the Somerset American, 
think that the small towns and 
counties that are taking care of 
their own problems deserve at 
least some commendation from 
the White House for anticipat­ 
ing the newily popular drive 
on poverty.

Race Problem Looms Big 


For American Methodists 


PITTSBURGH 
(AP) — The 
race problem has great signifi­ 
cance for the Methodist Church 
and loomed large at the recent 
Methodist General Conference 
here. 
Move than 2.8 million of tile 
Church's 10.3 million members 
are located in the Southeastern 
states. They are the strongest 
bloc, numerically and political­ 
ly. After two weeks of soul­ 
searching, the conference took a 
strong stand toward racial inte­ 
gration 
“We are one of the biggest 
churches. It means something 
when we let the world know 
where we stand,” said Howard 
Jones, a lay delegate from Ken­ 
tucky. 
But there were many other 
problems for the 900 delegates. 
Among them were merger with 
;he Evangelical United Breth­ 
ren Church and other branches 
of Methodism, proposed union 
with four other major Protes­ 
tant denominations, and revi­ 
sions in worship procedure. 
The conference, policy-making 
body of the Church, meets only 
once in four years and must 
handle 
hundreds 
of matters. 
Methodists admit it is an un- 
wieldly and imprecise machine. 
“ I was more aware of that 
this time than ever before,” 


Norman Trott, president of the 
Wesley Theological Seminary of 
Washington, 
D.C., 
called 
the 
merger “eventually inevitable.” 
The conference also moved 
the Church closer to reunion 
with *hree major branches of 
Methodism — the predominant­

“ There was a lot of corruption 
and graft in the departm ent be­ 
fore I came. 
“ We had then and still have 
a lot of organized crime in Chi­ 
cago. We haven’t got it whipped 
yet, but we’re working on it.” 
Last year while the nation’s 
m ajor crim e rate rose IO per 
cent, a dropoff of more than 3 
per cent was recorded in Chi­ 
cago. 
“ We’ve 
broken the 
trend, 
Wilson said, and he gives much 
of the credit to a host of major 
revamping programs. 
Wilson has a host of critics, 
many of them on the police 
force who sullenly refer to him 
as “ the professor.”
